The voters of Santa Ana will 
be faced with an issue of utmost 
importance this next Tuesday, 
according to Superindent of 
Schools Charles Kenney. Either 
to pass a pair of school bonds 
totaling 33.3 million dollars or 
face the alternative of double 
sessions in most Santa Ana 


schools by 1975 and the pos- 
siblity of over-croweded con- 
ditions. 

Largest of the two issues on 
the Tuesday ballot is 22.2 mill- 
ion dollar “growth bond” with 
the remaining 11.1 milion being 
taken up by the so-called ‘‘field 
bond” or replacement bond. 

Mr. Kenney explained that 
“to replace the buildings dec- 
lared unsafe by the State of 
California will cost 11.1 million 
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Kenney Explains School Bonds 


dollars. Then, of the remaining 
22.2 million, 7 million dollars 
of that would go to increase 
and add to the facilities that 
have to be replaced to take 
care of increased enrollment. 

“The remaining 15 million 
would then be used to build 
new schools.” 

“For example,” continued 
Kenney, “at Santa Ana High 
School they would build a girl’s 
shower and locker room and a 
new swimming pool. They 
would build seven new elemen- 
tary schools and one junior 
high. 

“Then they would prepare 
special education facilities, re- 
placing the instructional center, 
anhd anticipate buying some 
relocatable buildings as needed 


immediately to help aleviate 
some of the present double 
sessions. It also means that sev- 
en new school sites must be 
purchased.” 


Explaining why the 11.1 mill- 
ion filed bond is needed, Mr. 
Kenney points out that the Cal- 
iforina Legislature passed the 
Field Act in 19388 “because 
there was quite a severe earth- 
quake at that time and quite a 
few schools in Long Beach 
crashed down as a result of the 
quake. 


The quake happened on a 
Friday at 5:51 in the after- 
noon, so the children had al- 
ready gone home. However, the 
estimate at the time was that if 
children had been in the schools 
many would have been _ in- 
jured.” 


Kenney added that what has 


safe schools they will be guilty 
of criminal negligence. 


“Following that, the legisla- 
ture passed a law which stated 
that by 1971 school boards 
must call for an election of the 
citizens to raise funds to re- 
place the inadiquit and unsafe 
facilities, and if they do this 
by 1971 they could not be per- 
sonally sued.” 


“This is why there are tow 
issues on the ballot. One for 
11.1 milion, the exact cost as 
estimated by the firm of Ram- 
berg and Laurym local archi- 
tects, and the second to provide 
new facilities that are needed.”

The Question Of The Eighteen Year Olds 


In recent years vitually every 
session of Congress and nearly 
every state has considered var- 
ious proposals to reduce voting 
age requirements. The Califor- 
nia Legislature has been no ex- 
ception. The question of lower- 
ing the voting age from 21 to 
18 years of age has come up 
numerous times with little or 
no action taken. 

The question of the eighteen 
year old throughout this state 
and the rest of the nation has 
stirred up quite a controversy 
with political leaders, educa- 
tors, and the general public. 
For example, three of our last 
four presidents, Eisenhower, 
Kennedy, and Johnson, have 
taken a stand favoring it. In 
1954 in his State of the Union 
message, the late President Eis- 
enhower said: “For years, our 
citizens between the ages of 18 
and 21 have in time of peril 
been summoned to fight for 
America. They should partici- 
pate in the political process 
that produces this fateful sum- 
mons.” 

Conversely, former President 
Truman said: “The more a man 
knows the more intelligently 
he can vote; a man ought to 
have greater education especi- 
ally in the history of the coun- 
try, before he can vote. I don’t 
think they have that know- 
ledge at 18. It’s bad enough the 
way they vote now. Twenty-one 
is a better age; 24 would be 
still better.”

REGENTS’ DECISION TO 
FIRE ANGELA DAVIS 


UNCONSTITUTIONAL 
Senator S.A.C. 
The Constitution of the 


United States guarantees every- 
one freedom of expression and 


_-equal protection under law. 


The University of California 
Regents apparently feel it is 
up to their discretion who can 
have “freedom” and “protec- 
tion.” Their recent decision to 
fire Angela Davis, a Black 
Philosophy professor at UCLA, 
is a vivid illustration of how 
sacred they hold the founding 
principles of this country. The 
reason for her dismissal is her 
affiliation with the American 
Communist Party. Being that 
the Communist Party is a legal 
political organ in the United 
States, the Regents’ decision is 
unconstitutional. This woman 
is being discriminated against 
because of her political views. 
Governor Ronald Reagan 
supports this discrimination. Is 
this the “free America” we've 
been taught about in school? 
Angela Davis’ dismissal is just 
another example of the hypo- 
critical establishment we have 
to cope with in America today. 


Becoming a radical nowa- 
days seems to be getting easier 
all the time. Incidents such as 
this, together with fighting im- 


-perialistic, “‘no-win” wars and 


unconstitutional draft laws, are 
having the effect of radicalizing 
a whole ‘generation on the right 
as well as on the left. When is 
the establishment going to 
start practicing the love and 
freedom they preach?

Pro-The 18 year olds are re- 
quired to serve and die in the 
military, to suffer the same 
adult penalties for violating 
laws, pay taxes on wages 
earned. They are better edu- 
cated, more aware, and more 
concerned about govenment 
than ever before, are allowed 
to marry and start families, 
carry firearms, etc. etc... Then 
it’s only logical that the 18 year 
olds should have the right to 
vote. 


Con-18 year olds normally 
aren’t self-supporting, and sin- 
ce elections deal with taxation 
and government regulation of 
the economy they are not as a- 
ware of the burden these things 
will have on the individual cit- 
izen, the years of 18 to 21 are 
mainly formative years where 
youth is searching for maturity, 
youth attaches itself to prom- 
ises rather than to perform- 
ance, 18 year olds don’t have 
practical experieuce with gov- 
ernment. Thus the survival of 
our Republic depends on the 
responsible person voting and 
the yet unseen ability of 18 
year old needs maturity before 
voting. 

BEFORE LEGISLATURE 

This year the question of the 
18 year olds will probably come 
up once again before the Calif- 
ornia Legislature. This wil] 
cause much debate, pro and con 
on the proposal. But the pro’s 
have gained much more support 
than before and are pushing 
for definite action on the 18 
year olds question. 

One boost comes this year 
from CJCA (California Junior 
College Association), The As- 
sociation is made up of all Jr. 
Colleges in the state in which 
the President of the College, 
School Board Representative, 
Faculty member, and ASB 
President, represent their col- 
lege in different areas and send 
their recommendation to the 
CJCA Board of Directors in 
Sacramento, so that they can 
help push the proposals through 
the legislative branch. Area 


VU, for example, in which San- 
ta Ana is a member, passed 
this recommendation last week 
that our area is in favor of low- 


.. ering the voting age to 18 and 


also is in favor of making the 


‘majority age 18. 


EDUCATORS IN FAVOR 


Just what does this mean? It 
means simply that the educa- 
tors who deal with the young 
truly believe that youth is res- 
ponsible to decision making pol- 
icies in government and should 
have a voice by voting. And I 
say who should know better 
than educators, which deals more 
with 18 year olds than any oth- 
er group, about responsibilty. 
The part about making the age 
of majority 18 is.a little harder 
to explain. First of all the age 
of majority now is 21. This 
means when you’re twenty-one 
you can drink, attend various 
movies and clubs, and are con- 
sidered legal residents where- 
ever you live. This last part of 
legal residence is the one of 
concern to us the student. If 
the age of majority is lowered 
to 18 then wherever a student 
lives is his legal residence. This 
will help elliminate out of state 
tuition. 

However, as I see it, along 
with many others, that possibly 
we can eventually get the eigh- 
teen year-old to vote but the 
age of majority will have a 
much harder time getting 
through for quite a while. But 
one must remember if we get 
the eighteen year-old rights to 
vote then naturally in the near 
future the age of majority will 
be lowered. 

The question of the eighteen 
year olds definitly needs re- 
solving and I feel the 18 year- 
old would give the American 
politics the transfusion it so 
badly needs. 

In a period of uncertainty, 
complexity and demonstrations 
the eighteen year old needs in- 
volvment and meaningful par- 
ticipation in the election booths 
instead of in the streets or cam- 
puses.
